The Saturday night crash hap- 
pened when a towboat hauling 
barges on the Mississippi River 
orated into a bridge near the St 
Louis Arch, letting loose three 
barges. 

All three barges struck the 
President on the Admiral river- 
boat 8 permanently docked casi- 
no With about 2,500 people on 
board.

The drumbeat for tax reform 
has been pounding loudcr and 
louder as Republicans in 
Confess gear up for more hear- 
ings into IRS abtucs on average 
citizens. Former Republican 
presidential candidate Steve 
Forbes made famous a call for a 
Oat rax on income to replace the 
voluminous tax code. 

The most popular tax replace- 
ment talked about these days is 
the flat tax. Several proposals 
call for a 14 to 17 perccat tax on 
all citizens earning at least 
$36,000. Taxes on savings such as 
sto^ and bonds, as w^ os the 
marriage penalty, would be elim- 
inated. 

At this point, the flat .tax 
sounds preferable to GOP candi- 
dates Mark Stubbs of iSvin FaDs, 
Mike Simpson of Blackfoot and 
Ann Rydolcb of Idaho Falls. 
Democrat candidate Richard 
Stallings likes a more recent 
twist on the flat tax pitched'by 


another big question. Simpson 
advocates passing legislation to 
cause the code to expire after a 
certain number of years. He says 
a deadline would force Congress 
to become intent on reforming a 
broken system. 

“It's the only way to get it 
done,” Simpson said. “I know it 
seems like a strange way to go 
about it, but if you’re trying to 
rewrite it without saying the cur- 
rent system is history, everybody 
will be trying to protect their 
own turf." 

Stallings prefers Gephardt’s 
proposal for a muld-ticrcd flat 
tax, starting at 10 percent for 
those earning less than $79,000, 
with the percentage climbing os 
dtizens cam more money. 

He sees economic disaster in 
setting deadlines for reform. 

“In my opinion that's the 
dumbest proposal I’ve ever 
heard," Stallings said. “You do 
that, you’re going to upset the 
markets, upset the whole econo- 
my. People invest because of the 
tax code. If all of the sudden that 
tax code is going to be sunsetted 
~ I suspect people will not invest 
They hold onto their mon^ 
until they Hgure' out how it will 
affca ±em." 

Whatever happens, Rydalch 
said, “there definitely needs to 
be reform."

NEW YORK (AP) — A forth- 
coming report concludes that 
Switzeriand’s central bonk knew 
it was supporting the Nazi regime 
through gold and trade dealings, 
Nesvswede sold in its editions on 
newsstands Monday. 

A source dose a Swiss-oppolnt- 
ed historical commission told the 
magazine the report found that 
commercial bonks also were 
aware they were financing the 
war, but less so. 

. But Jean-Froneois Bed’gier, the 
head of the commission -thot 
wrote the report, was quoted 
Sunday as saying the study would 
not be much help to Holocaust 
victims and heirs tryi^ to include 
the central bonk in their lawsuit 
against three commerical bonks. - 


"They wiU, however, be a litde 
disappointed,” he told the Zurich- 
based weekly SonntagsZcitung. 
"It might not be so bad (for 
Switzerland) if they file their com- 
plaint' now, because our report

The plaintiffs have filed a 
mulribillion dollar suit against 
Credit Suisse, Union Bank of 
Switzerland and the Swiss Bonk 
Corp., and ore in calks to negod-

Swiss officials have made dear, 
however, that any agreement 
would involve only the three com- 
mercial banks, not the govern- 
ment or its central bank, the 
Swiss National Bank, which was 
the main redpient of Nod gold.

And because 
fibroids, which arc grow-ths of 
muscle and connective tissue in 
the uterus, arc noncancerous, 
there was no reason to do any- 
thing but monitor the benign 
tumor’s growth. Mulligan said. 

But within two years. Mulligan 
said, the fibroid had giywn to 
the size of a melon and was 
putting pressure on her bladder. 

Her general practitioner recom- 
mended an obstctridan-gynccol- 
ogist. 

“She told me I needed a hys- 
terectomy and, while I was at it, 

I should have my ovaries out to 
protect against ovarian cancer. 

She s aid 1 .would need to take 
Lupron (an anti-estrogen drug 
that shrinks fibroids but also 
brings on symptoms of 
menopause) for three months 
and that I would need a vertical 
cut down my stomach, because 
- the fibroid was so big. She said I 
would have to donate blood in 
case I needed a transfusion,” 

Mulligan said. “I was in shock _ 

It seemed so drastic given the 
symptoms." 

Drastic, but apparently not at 
all unusutd. Uterine fibroids, as 
a 1995 article in Harvard ' 

Women's Health Watch newslet- 
ter put it, are more common 
than blue eyes. They affea one 
fifth to onefounh of all women 
Under age 50 and half of black 
women in their 30s and 40s. 

' Even though the tumors are 
benign and often produce no 
symptoms, they ore the leading 
reason for undergoing hysterec- 
tomies in the United States, 
accounting for 3 out of eveiy 10 
of hysterectomies. 

Because of this, there has 
been growing concern that too 
many hysterectomies are being 
done unnecessarily, robbing 
women of their fertility and, 
some would say, their sense of 
womanhood. As a result, an 
alternative operation, a 
myomectomy, which removes 
the tumors but lcoves the 
uterus, has come into more 
prominence. 

Removing the uterus rcmo^‘es 
a woman's chance to have chil- 
dren; there is some data that

“The evidence goes in the 
direction that older people ore 
less able to sleep as much os 
they would want and accumu- 
late a steep debt over time,” 
says Eve Von Cauter, a profes- 
sor and sleep researcher at the 
Unlvchity of Chicago who spe- 
cialises in (he study of sleep 
and endocrinology. 

She blandishes Some of the 
charts and graphs from a recent 
study that measured the bmin 
w;ives and other physiological 
changes in people while they 
slept. 

“We have subjects in this 
study from ages 18 to 85,” she 
says. “You con see how slow- 
wave sleep, or deep sleep, the 
stage that’s involved in physical ' 
restoradon, drops between age 
,35and4S. 

“All these people arc healthy 
and self-sufficient and don't 
‘ take medication. You can see 
that many have zero minutes of 
..deep.sleep., On average, we’re 
looking'at 20 minutes of deep 
sleep in on older person, versus 
100 minutes in people of young 
age."

Reliving bad times may help

Mentally reliving a stressful 
experience can briefly raise a 
person’s blood pressure, but it 
may soften the emotional pain in 
the long run, new research sug- 
gests. 

The findings suggest that by 
forcing themsdves to think vivid- 
ly about recent painful experi- 
ences, such as being insulted by a 
stranger, people moy be able to 
make them less emotionally dis- 
tressing. 

A team of psychologists from 
the University of California ot 
Son Diego and Cornell University 
Medical Center reported its find- 
ings last week at the annual 
meeting of the Society of 
Behavioral Medidnc. 


In one experiment, 20 people 
were asked to do arithmetic exer- 
cises in (heir heads — and then 
interrupted and prodded to woric 
foster. Their bloM pressure rose 
significantly during (he experi- 
ence. 

Half the group were asked to 
recall the annoying experience 
after 20 minutes, and the other 
half were asked to do so a week ' 
later. In both groups, reliving the 
experience caused blood pres- 
sure to rise equally — by about 
h^ of .tile ori^nol inoease. 

The group that mentally reliv- 
ed the experience within 20 min- 
utes was asked to return a 
week later and go .through the 
same recollection a second time, 
liiis time, their blood pressure 
did not increase.

Prosmte cancer will strike on 
estimated 184,500 American 
men year, with an expected 
39,200 deaths, making it second 
only to lung cancer as a cause of 
cancer deaths among mciL 
KupcUon studied 720 men who 
had imdcrgonc a prostatectomy 
between 1987 and 4996. Five 
—yoars-aftcT-thcif. operations,. 64— 
percent of those with a famUy 
history of prostate cancer had 
suffered a relapse, compared’ . 
with only 46 percent of those 
without a family htstoiy.

Hypnosis relieyes bowel syndrome 


NORFOLK, Vo. (AP) - A clini- 
cal psycholo^t is ^experimenting 
with hypnosis to alleviate a 
painful gastrointestinal disorder 
jhat affects nearly one out of 10 
* Americans but is rarely discussed 
because of its embarrassing 
nature. 

The disorder is irritable bowel 
syndrome, which is characterized 
by obdonwal pain and diarrhea 
and/or constipation. 

IBS commonly is managed by o 
high-fiber diet or onti-spasmodic 
medication, but neither treat- 
.mcnt.works for about 25 percent . 
of patients who have frequent, 

' often severe symptoms. 

Hypnosis may provide relief 
for those patients by helping 
them relax, said Dr. Olafur 
Palsson, director of the behav- 
ioral medicine clinic at Eastern 
Virginia Medical School and 
. assistant professor of psychiatry 
and behavioral sciences. 

^ No one knows what causes IBS, 
but symptoms often Hrst flare up 
during a period of stress and may 


last ^or years. Poisson said. He 
has seen patients with such 
severe, uncontrollable symptoms 
that they couldn't hold a job. 

“TTus is not a trivial problem," 
he said. “Half of all visits to gas- 
trointestinal specialists arc 
because of this.” 

Previous studies by Palsson and 
by rcseurdiers in En^ond found 
that hypnosis tmprov^ IBS symiv 
toms m 8S percent to 9S percent 
of patients. Palsson now is lead- 
ing a study at EVMS to find out 
how the treatment works. 

He theorizes that the treat- 
ment makes the body less reac- 
tive to stress and causes it to pro- 
duce less of a hormone called 
vasoactive intestinal peptide, or 
VIP. 

VIP inhibits smooth muscle 
contractions in the colon and pro- 
duces abnormal levels of the hor- 
mone that arc associated with 
severe constipation and diarrhea. 
Palsson previously noticed that 
IBS patients had elevated levels 
of the hormone.

CROHN'S DISEASE 

Is a serious inflammatory 
bowel disease that invades 
all layers of the intestinal 
walls. The. disease. may 
develop in both the small 
and. large intestine. It is 
estimated that as many as 
1,000.000 Americans are 
afflicted with Crohn's. Both 
males and females are 
affected equally and most 
cases are diagnosed 
before the age of 3D. 

SYMPTOMS 

Abdominal pain and 
diarrhea associated with 
fever and rectal bleeding 
are some of the common 
symptoms as well as joint • 
pain, lack of appetite, and 
weight loss. Other 
symptoms may include 
sores in the anal are^, 
fissures (cracks|, fistulas 
(abnormal openings from 
bowel to skin surface near 
the anus), and abscesses. 

CAUSE 

After many years of intense 
research, the cause of Crohn^ 
disease still remains unknown. 

TREATMENT 

Several drugs are helpful in 


controlling Crohn's,- but at this 
time there is no cure for the 
disease. It's important for the 
patient to maintain good 
nutrition and health, with a 
balanced diet, adequate 
exercise and a positive, 
upbeat attitude. 

COMPUCAT10NS 

The most common 
complication of this disease is 
obstruction of the Intestine. 
The disease tends to thicken 
the bowel wall with swelling 
and fibrous scar tissue, 
narrowing the passage, The 
disease also may cause deep 
ulcer tracts - or fistulas. 
Malnutrition may also occur in 
some patients. 

SUMMARY 

With comprehensive 
medical treatment, the 
disease can be managed, For 
a few patients, the course of 
the disease can be more : 
difficult and complicated, I
